ROYAL NORTH-WEST MOUNTED 
POLIBE 


It is now over thirty years since the | 


Northwest Mounted Police was organ- 
izea as a force for extending law into 
what was then the Great Lone Land 
of the Northwest. The West has 
changed marvellously since 1873, but 
throughout all these changes the po- 
lice force has remained the guardians | 
of life and property, adapting itself to | 
the new conditions and extending its | 
fie\d of operations as pioneers arena, 
the frontier farther north. The eff:ci- 


ency of the force has been witnessed | 
by the results and has won for the | 


Police an enviable reputation wherev- 


er the splendid record is known. But | 


the best testimony to the serv'ce is | 


that the people of the West who have | 
been dependent on the Police for the 


maintenance of peace and order, contri- 


done, 


The settlement of the country ae | | 
robbed the life of something of the glam- 


or of romance which surrounded it in 


earlier days, but has by no means/| 


lightened the duties of the policeman. 


A quarter of a century since when the 


white people in the country were con- 


tained in a few small settlements scat- 
tered between the Great Lakes and the 


mountains and far outnumbered by 
the Indians, and when the relatons be- 


tween the races were far less peace- 


able than to-day, enlistment in tne 
force resembled somewhat enrollmeni 
for military service, and the policeman 


was regarded with sentiment akin to 


that for the soldier who volunteers for 


service on the frontier. The coming of 


the settler has lessened the military 


glory, but not the police duty, and 
the Mounted Policeman is to-day more 


cf a policemen and less of a gold’er 
than in the old days. 
Settlement has reversed the condi- 


tions which gave military prestige to 
the force, and with the reversal of the 
conditions the prestige has been sacri- 
ficed in an attempt to keep pace with 
the changing times. Formeriy the force 


3° 


wes concentrated in a few large d-vi- 
sions and patroiled the country in de- 
tachments; now it is broken into a 
large number of small detachmenis 
with permanent headquarters and sep- 
arate spheres of operation. Tn'’s change 
alone has tended largely to destroy the 
military nature of the organization. 
but it was necessitated by the chang- 
ing conditions, and that it has been 
mde without destroying the efficiency 
of the force is evidence of the quality 
and spirit of both officers and men 
How many and varied are the du- 
ties of the Mounted Policeman may 
not be understood by those who have 
not long been resident in the West,an 
have given little consideration to the 
method of administering lav outside 
the towns and cities. Primarily the 
Mounted Police duties at the present 
times are the duties performei by the 
county constables in the eastern Pro- 
vinces, but the Mounted Policeman has 
other duties which the constable has 
not. The constable’s business is to 
arrest those for whom warrants have 
been issued . But the Mounted Pol'ce- 
man has far broader duties than this. 
It is h's general duty to enforce the 
law and to maintain order, and.the in- 
terpretation of this general duty is de- 
cidediy jiberal. Broadly speaking, 
wherever outs'de an incorporated mun- 
icipality law is violated or order isdis- 


turbed, it is the duty of the polceman |
